In an ‘Old Stager’s Reminiscences 
of Distinguished Americans” we find 
the following sketeh which shows 
that the mother of Joho (Quiney 
Adams was a North Carolinian :

John Quiney Adams and Robert 
Barnwell Rhett, were cousins. ‘These 
two men representing the extreme 
Northern and the extreme Southern 
doctrioes, aud who hated each other 
with intense bitterness. were near res 
latives as shell now show. The 
Khetts or South Carolina having 
come eXtinet, ther relations, the 
Smiths, of Beaulori, South Carolina, 
took the name of Rhett in the vear 
1836. These Smith«< were from North 
Carolina. The brothers, James, 
Henry, Robert Barowell and Albert. 
chanrygel the name to Rhett, as I 
have state?" 

“The cousin, Abigail Smith, 07 
North married Joho Adams 

and was the mother of John Quincy 
Adams. partisan acrimony of 
these two men Was sointensely bitter 
that In 1895, when the South Caro- 
lina Nuliifying Convention was de- 
bating the poliey of accepting the 
coupromise bill just passed by Con- 
“uress, and fa ored by Callioun, Rob- 
ert Barnwe!!

29 —The re- 
port of the Fort Lugg commission 
will not be published until Bristow 
takes time to read it. 

itis true as stated in a special de- 
spateh from Vienna that the See- 
retary of State has addressed a cir- 
cular to all the European govern- 
ments on the suhjeet of Cuban 
affairs, including a copy to Spain, its 
contents cannot be obtained from 
ollicial sources here. 

The Collector of Internal Revenue 
Shaughnessy at Jackson, Miss., 
telegraphs the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue that his Deputy W. 
B. Redmond, had been driven from 
his office and home, and from county 
t» county in his Division while dis- 
charging his official duty, by armed 
bodies who publicly defy the auih- 
oritv of the United States, and threat- 
ened to resist. If Redmond cannot 
discharge bis duties without military 
interference, instruct me in the pre- 
inises. 

Inreply the commissioners tele- 
graphed, *‘is your evidence positive 
of Redmands pursuit by armed 
bodies ? How numerous are they and 
ow large a force Go you require.”’ 

To this collector Shaugihuwessy re- 
plied by telegraph: ‘Evidence 
positive. Redmond was notified by 
the Mayor of Summit, Pike county, 
io leave at once. as he and the peace 
ofieers could pot protect hiim; artined 
bodies numbering from fifty to 75, 
assertthat le cannot remain in the 
division. A commissioned officer 
and so'diers if stationed at Liberty, 
Amite county, and instructed tosup- 
port him for thirty days or until the 
offending parties are arrested, woulel 
be sufficient. Cavalry preferred, as 
the escort could accompauy him ona 
tour through the bad couuties and 
have a good effecr.”’ 

The papers in the case were traps- 
mitted to President Grant, who di- 
rected the military officer command- 
ing the departmeént of the South to 
furnish a sufficient force of cavalry to 
enable the proper oiflicer to collect 
the revenue.

Rev. Henry Boehm, better known 
as Fatner Boehm, the oldest preach- 
er of the Methodist church in the 
eountry, and probably the oldest 
clergyman in the world, died yesters 
day at the house of his grand daugh.- 
ter near Richmond, Staten Island.

Theexcitement of 
the occasion prostrated him, and 
though he rallied he was again seiz 
ed by illness on the of this 
month while attemptingto preach in 
the village chureb at Richmond, Sta- 
ten Island. He was born in Laneas- 
ter county, Pa., joined the Methodist 
ehureh in 1797; be served in the min- 
istry in Pennsylvania, Delaware and 
Maryland, and was the travelling 
companion of Bishop Ashbury for 
more than thirty years.

An important Opinion, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—The opin- 
jon of the Attorney General whether 
the $176,257 tax on dividends of stock 
of the Illimois Central Railroad, 
owned by non-residents aliens, 
should be paid to the Company or to 
the non-residents aliens was given 
to-day. It holds that the officers of 
the Company are trustees of the stock- 
holders, and held the money named 
in trust forthe owners of the stock 
after the payment of al! legal claims 
against the Company. These stock- 
holders can recover from the Com- 
pauy any money due them, and the 
Company cannot defend itself in 
Court of law, on the ground that the 
money was paid upon some uplawfal 
exaction and especially after the pay- 
ment has been declared illegal by the 
highest tribunal. The Government 
uniawfully exacted the money from 
the Company and it should be paid 
back to the Company. The money 
already paid to the stockholders may 
be deducted and the balance paid 
back to the road. , 
The Probable Keturn of Isabella to 

Spein and its Consequences. 


Lonvon, Dee. 29.—A Madrid spec- 
ial suys that Count Punourastra is 
now in Paris engaged in the official 
fluty of arranging for the return of 
Fx-Queen Isabella to Spain. King 
Alfonzo opposes the wili of Ministry. 
On this matter be defies the Cabinet, 
declaring that the ministers may re- 
sign, but that his mother niust have 
an asylum in Spain. Her residence 
is to be at Valladollid, for the reason 
that Madrid is not considered a safe 
place forher. It isnow believed that 
this serious issue has been forced on 
Alfonzo by Isabella. The results will 
be most disastrous. The Spanish 
army will be divided at once if the 
Ex Queen takes any part in the diree- 
tion or counsel of State affairs. Isa- 
bella’s return will even cause the 
loss of Senor Sagasta to the Royalists.

“The Secreiary of State of the U nited 
States has transmitted to every Euro- 
pean Government a circular ated in 
Washington, asking an expression of 
the views of each foreign Executiye 
revarding the question of American 
intervention in Cuba. The object of 
the American Cabinet Minister is the 
obtaining of a data to be used in the 
preparation of President Grant’s sup- 
plementary message to Congress. All 
the foreign governments have replied 
satisfactorily. England is ready to 
endorse the intervention movement 
at the present moment. The other 
nations express their willingness to 
support an intervention, but hesitate 
to take the initiative.

BERLIN, Dee. 29.—Austria’s pro- 
ject for the specification of Turkish 
provinees, recently drawn up by 
Count Andrassy, Prime Minister, 
has not vet been sent to the Great 
Powers, for some reason unknown. 
It is reported that while an agree- 
ment bas been made with regard to 
the control of the treaty, the powers 
should have, negotiations are pend- 
ing between Austria and Russia as to 
what manner it should be exercised.
